I am not sure when the 
legislature stopped granting divorces and turned it over to 
the county court systems. I doubt that there is much 
more in the newspaper other than the legal publication 
of the proceedings. I checked the Records of the High 
Court of errors and appeals to see if it had gotten out 
of the county, but found nothing.
